tural and Christian. 


While it was much regretted that 


five of the pastors of the-county were 
absent with valid excuses, the people 
of the congregation and community 
manifested their deep interest in all 
the business and discussions by com- 
pletely filling the church at all the 
sessions. Those present were: Beva. 
G. D. Grosi, of West Bad; J. M. Sny- 
der, of Olearville, the piator loci; S 
J. Ulrich; J. W. Llngle, M. L. Culler, 
of Bedford, and the retired and" vener- 
able Gaorge C. Probst. He is indeed 
a father in Israel, and one of the faith- 
ful and laborious pioneers of Lutheran- 
Ism in Bedford county, where he began 
hi* ministry in 1858. Five'pastors are 
now *erving large pastorates wnlch 
are the outgrowth of his abundant 
labor*. It Is always a joy to all the 
pastors and people to have this dear 
lather present with his counsels and 
ripened experience. 
He still lives 


amid the scenes of his abundant labors, 
calmly waiting the call to come to "onr 
Father's home." 


The election of officers resulted in 


the choice of Bev. Guller^as president; 

Llngle a* secretary and Bsv Sny- 
der a* treaiurer. 


The first aubject, "The ministry and 


by whom and how called," was fully 
and freely discussed. The united con- 
viction of all is that there are two fac- 
tor* concerned in the call of every true 
minister of Christ. He is called by the 
Lord Jeius Christ, manifested in a 
firm conviction in the soul wrought 
by the Holy Spirit. And speaking for 
Lutheran polity, he is called to any 
particular congregation or charge by 
the vote* of the members. He is called 
for an indefinite time, as long as his 
ministry is faithful and successful in 
the judgment of the pious and faithful 
membership of his charge. He is not 
•hired" lor a year or a ~few years, to 
be driven away by the opposition of 
unreasonable and perverse men. His 
office is of divine appointment. 


The topic, "The authority, rights 


luddvtfes of potion," called forth very 
earnestBscuaiionr It wajragreecTby 
all that the minister has the authority 
whieh his commission from the Lord 
Jesns Christ confers npon him, to 
preach the gospel and administer the 
sacraments. The minister must mag- 
nify his office and not fear the force of 
nor swerve from his sincere convic- 
tions by reason of the frowns of men, 
He need fear no one but God. Yet he 
is bound to speak the truth in love. 
He is the nndenhepherd of the great 
Shepherd to feed the flock over which 
the Holy Ghost made him overseer. 
The faithful pastor has the right to 
claim financial support from the people 
to whom he ministers, according to 
the command of God and the dictates 
of common honesty. 


The topic, "The rights and dnties of 


congregations," received fnll consider- 
ation. Congregations have the author- 
ity to call pastors—the ehnrch council, 
as some snppote.has not this authority; 
the right to representation', equal with 
it* ministry, in onr synods and all 
the deliberative bodies of our church. 
Their duty 1* also to support their pas- 
tors sine* It 1* Uod's will.

D. 0., June 20 —The 


decision of Enssia and Japan to con- 
duct their peace conference in the capi 
tal of the United States will doubtless 
prove a source of" gratification, to all 
loyal Americans even though they ap- 
preciate that there are some dangers 
entailed by the suddenly enhanced im- 
portance of Washington as a diplomatic 
centre. In itself the decision implies a 
compliment to this 'country for the 
reason that it is a testimonial to the 
perfect neutrality which the United 
States has maintained throughout the 
struggle of Russia and Japan for the 
supremacy of the far east J Japan fear- 
ed the partisan interests of Europe and 
persistently objected to meeting the 
Russian commissioners in any Euro- 
pean capital save that of its ally, 
England. Russia objected to London 
and would not listen to the suggestion 
that the peace negotiations be con- 
ducted near the seat of war,or, in fact, 
any where in Asia. Consequently the 
United States became the natural place 
in which to stek a compromise city and 
when this was made clear to the presi- 
dent he immediately proposed Wash- 
ington, although his previous influence 
had been in favor of The Hague, for 
the sentimental reasons surrounding 
that birthplace of international arbi- 
tration and universal peace movement. 


Once the preliminaries to the formal 


conference of Japanese and Russian 
plenipotentiaries are settled this conn- 
try will have little official relation 
with the negotiations. According to 
custom it is imcumbenton this country 
to play the part of host and provide a 
place for the meetings of the delegates 
but there are an abundance of such 
places in Washington so that obliga- 
tion presents few difficulties. It has 
been suggested by the president that, if 
Washington in August proves uncom- 
fortably warm, the plenipotentiaries 
may easily adjourn to some cooler city 
for a time to return to Washington 
later in the season. The president has 
even said that if this course is deter- 
mined npon he will place two naval 
vessels at the disposal of the confer- 
ence to take them to some place like 
Newport or Bar Harbor presumably 
the~~dispitch boats, the Dolphin and 
the Sylph. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that if the plenipotentiaries suc- 
ceeded in effecting a peace convention, 
and the president is certain that they 
will, that it will be signed in Washing- 
ton and will'go down in history as the 
treaty of Washington, being the first 
convention of great International im- 
portance ever signed in tbe capital of 
the United States.

with a good deal of interest for the 
promised explanation of the resigna- 
tion of Messrs. Judson and Harmon who 
were retained by the government as

the rebate case against the Santa Fe 
railroad. All that is known so far is 
that these attorneys have resigned be 
cause of a difference of opinion with 
Attorney General Moody but it is sus- 
pected in some quarters that this dif- 
ference arose with regard to the possi- 
ble prosecution of Paul Morton, secre- 
tary of the navy.

Originally a Whig, Quay had joined 


the newly-formed Republican party, 
and upon the expiration of his ap- 
pointed term ai prothonotary, was 
elected for a full term, and re-alect- 
ed for a sec3id term. This contin- 
uous tenure in one of the choicest 
offices of Beaver county gave him 
his first schooling, for, although still 
under thirty years of age, he speedily 
became one of the dominant Eepublican 
leaders of that county. 


He took an active part in the cam- 


paign of 1860, which made Cnrtin gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania and Abraham 
Lincoln president of the United States, 
attracting Curtin's attention to his 
ability as an organizar. 
With the 


breaking out of the civil war, he re- 
signed the prothonotaryship, and help- 
ed to raise a company in the 10th Penn- 
sylvania reserves, being mustered in as 
a lieutenant in his company. Before 
the regiment was sent to the front 
Governor Curtin conclnded that he 
needed him to assist in the enlistment 
and organizitioa of the troops bsing 
hurried forward from Pennsylvania to 
the seat of war. He, therefore, ap- 
pointed him assistant commissary- 
general on his own s'aff, with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, and Q»y 
hurried to Harrisburg to enter upon 
his new duties. When, shortly after- 
wards, the military staff of the goverz- 
or si as abolished, he became Curtin's 
private secretary, scting in that ca- 
pacity for a year. 


The following yea- he appointed 


Q a ay as colonel of the 134 Sh Pennsyl- 
vania infantry, the latter assuming 
command in August, 1863. His tetfi 
ment missed participation in the sec- 
ond battle of Bull Bun by a few hours, 
arriving on the ground after the fight- 
ing had ceased. A similar experience be- 
fel it at Antietam, after which Quay 
was attacked by typhoid fever. Never 
of robuat constitution, his recovery 
was slow, and upon the advice of Gov- 
ernor Curtin, who wanted a military 
state agent at Washington to look after 
the interests of the Pennsylvania sol- 
diers in the field, he resigned his com- 
mission the day previous taJJhe _b*tUe_ 
of ITrederlcksburg, 
Learning that a 


battle was to be fought the next day, 
he tendered his services as a volunteer, 
to General Tyler, the commander of 
the brigade in which his regiment was 
included, and served on the stiff of 
the latter in that battle. A quarter 
of a century afterwards he was award- 
ed by congress a medal of honor for 
valor displayed on this occasion, and 
although some of his critics ascribe 
this award largely to political influence, 
justice demands that due credit be 
given Colonel Qiay for undoubted 
coursga displayed during that memora- 
ble conflict. 


He was, immediately afterwards, 


transferred to Washington as military 
state agent, by appointment of Govern- 
or Cnrtin. Before the close of the 
war he was recalled to Harrisburg to 
again become the military secretary of 
Governor J3urtin in which position he 
materially extended his acquaintance- 
ship throughout the state. He was 
thus favored by fortune to make many 
friends, extend courtesies and favors, 
which he was not loth, later on, to 
turn to advantage in his political skir- 
mishes and fights. 


After the downfall of the rebellion 


he returned to Beaver county, and 
asked the Republicans to send him 
to the legislature. This request was 
readily complied with, the fact tha 
he was in favor with the revered war 
governor of the state being a sufficiem 
passport to popular favor at home 
Twice re-elected, it was during his 
third term at Harrisbnrg that he play 
ed false to his benefactor, to become 
the political pupil and final successor 
of the astute Simon Cameron, as "The 
Master-Spirit" of the Republican or- 
ganization of Pennsylvania. 


The legislature of 1867 wis to elect 


a successor to Edgar Cowan in the 
United States senate. 
Cameron and 


Cnrtin were the leading candidates for 
the succession and it waa evident that 
the or e who could succeed in organiz- 
ng the hcnse in his own interest 
would have a decided advantage in the 
contest for the senatorship. Quay was 
Curtin's candidate for speaker, Camer- 
on puttie g forward J. P. Glass, of Al- 
egheny. To the great surprise of 
Curtin's followers, Quay acaidoned 
.he field the night before the house was 
to meet, and turned in for Glass, who 
was elected, and the control of the 
house was thus transferred to "Camer- 
on. This was an act of treachery 
which Curtin never forgave. 


Quay had already named one of his 


ions for the war governor, and perhaps 
considered this a sufficient payment of 
.he debt of gratituie he owed the lat- 
er. At any rate he abandoned his 
ormer benefactor and enlisted under 
he Cameronian flag, his first public 
eward being that of the appointment 
as chairman of the committee of ways 
and me ins, by Speaker Bliss. There 
were ugly charges to the effect that 


!uay had secured something more eub- 
tantial than the leadership of the 
louse for his desertion of Cnrtin, bat 
less charges were never proved in 
ourt. It is a matter of record, how- 


ver, that Quay soon began to build "a 
13,000 house which became his rtsi- 
ence in Beaver. Shortly afterwards, 
oo, he was accused by the Pittsbnrg 
ommercial with trying to persuade 
nternal Revenue Supervisor Alexander 
. Tuttou to accept 81,000 per week as 


the price of suspending legal proceed- 


ings against a distillery charged with 
defrauding the revenue. Qua; brought 


libel suit against the Commercial 


wbic1! was, at la usual ia such cases, 
nsver tried, the outcome of this epi- 
sode being the acquisition of the Com 
mercial by Quay's friends, who thus 
took a bond of fate that the charge 
should never be repeated 


This transfer of his fealty from Cur- 


tin to Cameron marked the entrance 
of Quay an a prominent factor into the 
field of state polities. Cameron had 
him appointed secretary of the Repub- 
lican state central committee, and in 
four years the pupil had become * 
greater adept in political strattgem 
than the master. From that time for- 
ward Q jsy became more necessary to 
Cameron than Caneron was to (J lay, 
a fact which was given a vivid illus- 
tration a few years later, when the 
ycunger Cameron is said to hava ad- 
vanced a large sum ti make good the 
peculations of Quay and some of his 
associates from the funds of the state 
treasury. Quay's political career was 
a costly one, but those who profited 
by his methods could not afford to do 
without him at any price. 


Cameron made the use of money an 


essential of success in politics, but 
Quay made politics expensive beyond 
the most extravagant dreams of the 
founder cf the Pennsylvania Republic- 
an machine. 
An illustration of the 


growing use of money in the carry- 
ing on of political campaigns can 
be presented in the statament that 
the cost of the Republican state cam- 
paign in I860, during which Col. A E. 
HcOlnre was the Republican state 
chairman, was only 913,000. Quay's 
election as Republican state chairman, 
a position without any visible emolu- 
ments, in 1895 was reported, by him- 
self , to hava cost more than 1200,000. 
More money was expended in the later 
years of Quay's leadership In single 
rural counties during heated cam- 
paigns thai was expended in the en- 
tire state to carry it for Lincoln and 
Curtin in 1860 


Quay's first and most substantial 


political reward as state lea Jer came 
jnm^jwhen.jrfterhavinir awittedin 
carrying th? state for General Hart- 
ranft for governor, lie was made sec- 
retary of the commonwealth, at the 
beginning of 
Hartranft's adminis- 


tration, being re-appointed la Hart- 
ranft's second term. At this period 
Q aay's longing for wealth began to out- 
strip his political ambition. 
The 


emoluments of the office of secretary 
of tha commonwealth did not equal the 
valne of his services to the public, in 
Quay's own estimation. The legisla- 
ture of 1877, a subservient body, re- 
vived a forgotten and discarded office 
in Philadelphia, called a recordership, 
an office notable for its entire usjless- 
nesB and iti big fe;s, which amounted 
to not less than 940,000 a year. The 
ink was not dry on Governor Hart- 
ranft's signature to this piece of graft 
legislation when Quay's name was 
cent to the senate as the new re- 
corder of Philadelphia.

At Harrisburg as at Beaver he was

Whatever political Influence he ex- 
erted in that city had to be executed 
by proxy, and this didn't suit the 
statesman from Beaver. 


He was selected as Republican state 


chairman during the campaign of 1878, 
when the state was carried lor Henry 
M. Hoyt for governor.

auguration of Hoy tin Jainary, 1879, 
Quay promptly resigned the recorder- 
ship of Philadelphia to iccept his old 
position as secretary of the common- 
wealth, under the new governor.
